President’s enforcem ent prog ram, re­ 
marked th at Mr. Wickersham had "at 
least succeeded in making it clear 
that he reg ards the prohibition law 
as unenforceable.” He declined to say 
whether he thoug ht President Hoover 
had seen the letter before it was sent 
to Governor Roosevelt of New York, 
who read it to the conference.
